Profane 
j means, literally, that which is before the 
r fane or temple—namely, the ground out¬ 
side the sacred enclosure of the temple 
[ trodden by the unconsecrated multi¬ 
tude, and hence the word profanity came 
very naturally to mean the treading 
under foot of anything that is sacred. 
By common usage a person who in¬ 
dulges in the sin of swearing has come 
to be called a profane person, and the 
habit of swearing has come to be spoken 
of as profanity, thus implying that 
swearing is something more than the 
froth of perverted speech, being in its 
darker aspects a perversion of the re¬ 
ligious nature, the treating with disre¬ 
spect and contempt of that which is 
sacred. 

“The use of profane language is la¬ 
mentably common. It is confined to no 
particular class. One can hardly walk 
along the street without having his sen¬ 
sibilities shocked by it. On the school 
playground children, imitating their 
elders, may often be heard using im¬ 
proper language. Some of it is so bad 
that we must in charity believe that 
they do not know its meaning. Books 
and magazines are also guilty of pollut¬ 
ing their pages with it; thus fixing it 
upon the memory until it„ becomes 
familiar, and passes into current speech. 

“The habit of profane swearing is 
often indulged in from mere thought¬ 
lessness. After awhile it becomes me¬ 
chanical, and the swearer pours out the 
most horrible oaths without hardly 
knowing what he is saying. When re¬ 
buked for his offensive language, he 
tries to defend himself by saying that 
he means no harm; that it is only a way 
he has.* But if he means no harm, 
he does harm; for 

“ ‘Evil is wrought by want of thought 
As well as want of heart.’ 

"Profanity is not only a thoughtless 
habit, it is a senseless habit. It affords 
evidence of an empty mind, which be. 


Here is mans pre-eminence, not in 
brute force, not in physical stature, but 
in spiritual foresight.

Nor is anything ever gained by swear- 
! ing. Lying or stealing may yield a tem- 
j porary profit, but swearing yields no 
! profit whatever. It is utterly gratuit¬ 
ous. The swearer bites at a bare hook. 

He serves the devil without pay. 

1 Looked at from every point of view, 
his offensive habit is senseless and use¬ 
less. 

“The use of minced oaths is a coward¬ 
ly form of swearing; but the Lord reads 
between the lines, and takes account of 
what is meant as well as of what is 
said. Foolish jesting about sacred 
things is still more hurtful form of this 
habit. It rubs out all serious impres¬ 
sions, and petrifies the finer feelings of 
the soul. But the worst form of all 
consists in the reckless and blasphem¬ 
ous use of the divine name. By the 
Jews tee divine name was held in such 
peculiar reverence that in reading the 
Old Testament Scriptures they would 
not pronounce it, but replaced it with 
another name which was regarded as 
less awful. It is a far cry from this 
superstitious reverence to the daring 
irreverence which takes God’s name in 
vain on the slightest pretence. This is 
often done by the young men in a 
spirit of bravado, as if to show them¬ 
selves superior to religious fear; but 
behind a brave exterior there is a 
shrinking heart; for the unceasing 
voice of concience cannot be stifled; 
nor can the force of the threat that the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless who 
taketh His name in vain, ever be 
broken, 

“The first petition in the model 
prayer which the Lord has taught us to 
pray is, ‘Our Father which art in 
Heaven, hallowed be Thy name.’ To 
hallow God’s name is to treat it as 
holy; to hold it in reverence; to speak 
it with reverence. To one who apolo¬ 
gises for swearing was this appropriate 
answer given: 

“ ‘Henceforth the majesty of God 
revere; 

Fear Him and you have nothing else 
to fear.’ 

‘As might be expected every form of 
profane swearing is unsparingly con¬ 
demned in the Bible. James, in his 
epistle, says: ‘Swear not, neither by i 
the heaven, nor by the earth, nor by 
any other oath; but let your yea be yea, 
and your nay nay; that ye fall not 
under judgment,’ And one greater than 
James says, to the same effect, ‘Let your 
conversation be yea yea and nay nay; 
for whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil.’ These words do not 
necessarily forbid official oaths; but 
they do forbid and condemn all false 
swearing in which God is invoked to 
witness to a lie. Their special ref¬ 
erence is to the use of oaths in ordi¬ 
nary convlrsation, in which in veiled 
and indirect language an appeal is 
made to God in a spirit of irreverence Leave Los Angeles 
which casts darkness upon his name. 

Simplicity and purity of speech are 
enjoined, because anything more com¬ 
eth of evil, and hence worketh evil. 

“How is the black tide of profanity 
which is rolling over the land to be 
checked? Something can be done by 
law. It can be, and ought to be, vigor¬ 
ously repressed as a public nuisance. 

But while law may repress it, it cannot

Interesting Decision. 

A decision which will be of interest 
to orchardists and fruit growers was 
handed down in the superior court a 
few days ago. An orchardist had his 
trees sprayed by one employed in this 
line of work, thereby incurring an in¬ 
debtedness of several hundred dollars. 
He refused to pay the bill, claiming 
that the work was not done satisfac¬ 
torily; that the sca)e.Jiad not been re¬ 
moved. Suit was brought in the justice 
court by the sprayer for the amount of 
his bill and he lost. He appealed his 
case and it came up in the superior 
court where he again lost. The court 
ruled that spraying was expert labor; 
that the mere performance of the labor 
was not sufficient grounds for the de¬ 
mand for services; that work of 'this 
kind must produce results. The rancher 
had not alone sought to have his trees 
sprayed, but to have the scale or disease 
removed, and this it was shown had 
not been done, consequently the expert 
labor agreed upon had not been per¬ 
formed. Inasmuch as the horticultural 
commissioners are forcing orchardists 
to have a general cleaning up, and are 
serving notices in isierra Madre, this 
decision will be of interest tc both the 
orchardist ans the fumigator or sprayer 
of trees.

to do any of these and desires water for 
fire protection, it may acquire a few 
shares of water stock by purchase or 
gift and thereafter have the same rights 
to the use of water as the most favored 
stockholder. The use to which the 
water is put is, I would say of no con¬ 
cern of the water company, as I doubt 
very much the right of the company to 
dictate in any way as to how a stock¬ 
holder shall use the water to which he 
is properly entitled. 

The city owns the streets, many of 
which have been opened up and deeded 
since the formation of the water com¬ 
pany, and as there was water stock 
formerly appurtenant to this land, I do 
not see why the right to use the water 
does not pass with the title, the quan¬ 
tity and price depending on the amount 
of stock held. 

In the line of suggestions I under¬ 
stand that the secretary is paid a salary 
of $30 per month, and the bookkeeper 
employed at about $30 per month, mak¬ 
ing a total of $60 paid for clerical work. 
Would it not be much more convenient 
for the stockholders and public gener¬ 
ally, if an arrangement were to be made 
with the city for space in the City hall 
and a competent person employed at a 
salary—say of $50 per month, to com¬ 
bine the duties of secretary and city 
employe, so that the books of the water 
company and of the city may always be 
opened to the public. 

In relation to the purchase by the 
city ot the water plant, there are many 
points in its favor and but few objec¬ 
tions, and there does not appear to my 
mind any serious obstacles to its early 
consummation if the people wish it. 
ihe main factor is, of course, the price; 
what the stockholders want and what 
t-e city can afford to pay. On the part 
ot the stockholder, he is carrying along

ieges, but of rather an 
because when he sells his property he 
must also transfer the stock that goes 
with it, and it is very doubtful whether 
the buyer or seller considers the stock 
as an additional asset. Perhaps the 
simplest manner in which to arrive at 
the meat of the proposition is to take an 
individual example and follow it to a 
conclusion. 

Supposing a rancher has sufficient 
land as to make him a holder of 100 
snares of water stock, and he values 
this at $.0 per share or $1,000, and the 
city decides that it wishes to buy the 
plant and is willing to pay this price; 
in that case the city issues 5 per cent 
bonds, which even in this depressed 
time will sell at par, and in this in¬ 
stance sells a $1,0C0 bond in order to 
obtain the money to buy this 100 shares, 
thereafter the city raises this 5 per cent 
by taxation. In the meantime the stock¬ 
holder receives his $1,000, has the use 
and enjoyment of same without parting 
with any privileges which previous 
ownership gave to him, and merely 
pays in added taxes the 5 per cent on 
the selling price as long as he continues 
to own the property. When he sells, 
the segregation of water and land by 
municipal ownership, enables him to 
command the same price for his prop¬ 
erty as formerly when in possession of 
this stock. 

There is no question about the desir¬ 
ability and importance of municipal 
control, and before the situation be¬ 
comes more complicated, and for this 
rontrol it can afford to pay more than

tempest in a little fisher’s boat. His 
disciples are terror stricken. The 
storm has taken possession of them. 
But in a moment the Master, the Re- 
vealer of the eternal things speaks and 
natnre is conquered and quieted. And 
yet it is not wind and wave that Jesus 
Christ comes to command although the 
winds and sea are obedient to His will. 

It is the fearfulness that rages in human 
breasts, for see—He has scarcely 
reached the opposite shore when he 
casts out the tempests in the mind and 
heart of the wild demoniac. ‘Man 
moving upward,' reaching forward, 
seeking peace and rest and repose; this 
is life's highest ambition. 

“Men are crushed with tempests and 
passions, but these are not outside. 
They are inside and must be cast out. 
Life is a voyage and you and I are 
voyagers. Wc are all supposed to be 
sailors, but the difficulty is that far 
tco many are only first cabin passen¬ 
gers.

Camp, Wm, Bixby, Mrs, Caskey, and 
our present efficient officer, Mr. Mead. 

“It is not surprising that many Sunday 
schools in thinly settled locations re¬ 
quire financial assistance for purchas¬ 
ing supplies, etc., but it is a fact that at 
a time when there were no orange trees 
here, no city lots to re-sell at increased 
prices, scarcely anything but sage brush 
and when jack rabbits were more plenti¬ 
ful in the places where the roads should 
have been than dogs are in the streets 
to-day, and devoured what little garden 
truck the people could raise, that dur¬ 
ing the first as well as subsequent years, 
this school has been self supporting, as 
well as giving freely to various objects. 

“Speaking of jack rabbits reminds me 
of a little girl on her first arrival. On 
seeing one for the first time, she said, 
“Oh, papa, what is that queer animal 
with two feathers sticking out of the top 
of its head?” 

“In the fall of 1885, the school moved 
to the new school house on the corner 
of Baldwin and Central avenues. This 
was quite an improvement over the 
former quarters, although some of the 
older members found much difficulty 
in making themselves comfortable in 
the seats intended for the second grade. 
It was here on March 27th, 1886, that 
the First Congregational church was 
organized, and from that time this 
school has been known as the First 
Congregational Sunday school of Sierra 
Madre, and then became a branch of the 
church and has followed it in its 
wanderings and shared in its pros¬ 
perity. 

“The next move was to the Town hall 
on its completion in 1887. There the 
Sunday school had much more room, 
the interest was good and the member¬ 
ship was largely increased. Although 
many were temporary, we believe that 
th 5 good seed sown by the earnest 
workers, was carried out by many to be 
harvested in other places. It is in this 
way that the Sunday school assists 
greatly to upbuild the cause of Christ. 
Members may come in for a short time 
only, but who can estimate the great 
amount of good that has gone out from 
this school with its hundreds of mem¬ 
bers, during twenty-five years. As far 
as I know the school has never missed 
a session, consequently the doors must 
have been opened about 1,300 times for 
the study of the Holy Bible. What a 
splendid record that is! 

‘ During these early years, the member¬ 
ship of the shurch was naturally small, 
and an active member in one depart¬ 
ment meant an active member in all. 
Thus it was that with the organization 
of the Christian Endeavor in December, 
lbS8, I think all the active members 
were from the Sunday school. 

* We find the next move was to the 
public library on Jan. 13, 1889, which 
made a very comfortable place for wor¬ 
ship for the little band. It was not 
until Sunday, Aug. 17, 1890, after more 
than eight years of wandering that the 
school found a permanent home 
and held their first service in this 
building, where for nearly seventeen 
years the work has gone forward. 

‘ And now we see the urgent necessity 
for one more change, not in location, 
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| hope will be much more suitable and 
comfortable than the places occupied 
before. 

"This school has done much toward 
the developing of Sierra Madre in a 
1 moral and religious sense. It has stood 
! for the cause of Christ, for temperance 


and all that is good and true. It did 
much to shape the moral tone of Sierra 
Madre at a time when the people looked 
almost entirely to the branches of this 
church, not only for religious service^ 
but for public entertainment. One of 
the largest aduiences ever in this build¬ 
ing was at a service given by the Sun¬ 
day school. 

“Of the former superintendents, 
Brothers Gregory and Cook and Father 
Camp have been called home. Three 
are still connected with the church. 
Much credit is due our late friend and 
neighbor, Mr. C. E. Cook, who was so 
closely identified with the early history 
and struggles of this school. To him 
more than any other, fell the task of 
keeping up the interest and preparing 
the foundation for the present pros¬ 
perous condition. Father Camp brought 
to the office of superintendent years of 
ripe experience in the Master’s service 
which resulted in a deep interest by 
the teachers and scholars. 

“Of the persons who have filled the 
office of secretary and treasurer, I can 
only recall two who are now connected 
with the church or Sunday school: 
Miss Alice Tufts and Converse Twy- 
cross, both of whom served these offices 
faithfully for several terms. Of the 
members who attended when the school 
was first started, I can only find one 
who is now identified with the work of 
this church. That honor falls to a 
young lady whose voice we all love to 
hear in the songs of praise, and who 
was only alout—so year old—when she 
first attended this school. The name of 
Miss Gertrude Cook should be the first 
upon the cradle roll. 

“There are many incidents i love to 
recall, but I will not take the time, how¬ 
ever, to mention but one, and consider¬ 
ing that we must have more room for 
these young people, possibly it may 
contain a suggestion how the scholars 
may assist in securing it. At the time 
this building was erected, a friend of 
the school gave each scholar five cents 
to be invested, the total earnings to be 
added to the building fund. One young 
girl sold pop corn, others raised vege¬ 
tables, and by industry in various 
ways, $90 was raised. 

“Five young girls from 7 to 11 years of 
age, held a sale of fancy articles made 
by themselves and earned $20, making 
$80 earned by the children of the Sun¬ 
day school, which was appropriated 
toward the purchase of the south win¬ 
dow which is appropriately called the 
‘children’s window.’ ’’ 

During the exercises Supt. Mead read 
the following letters, received from two 
of those who helped in the founding of 
the Sunday School, and who were un¬ 
to be present: 

Mr. A. S. Mead, Supt. Congregational 

Sunday School. 

Dear Sir:—Your kind invitation to 
be present this morning at the anni¬ 
versary celebration of the Sunday 
school came too late for us to accept. 
However; I thank you for the same and 
would like very much to say that while 
the time was in the year 1882, the cele¬ 
bration is just as pleasant as though it 
was the 25th anniversary. I can call to 
mind the many Sundays we gathered 
in the little old school house that stood 
under the trees on what is now the 
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! ferent denominations taking turns 
preaching the word of God to us. 
Pioneers in every sense of the word we 
were. I would like to give the living 
praise due them, but especially to the 
departed would I add my word of praise 
for their faithful performance of duty. 


The Sunday school was entirely un¬ 
denominational until early in the year 
of 1886, when after the formation of the 
church it became a part of it, and then 
of course, Congregational. 

Of the cradle roll as you now term it, 
we had two members, and of the infant 
class two members also. All are living 
and three of the four are residents of 
our city. 

Children coming to a furnace-warmed, 
well-lighted edifice, good library and 
fine organ, can hardly realize what it 
would be to get into a farm wagon with 
a cabinet organ and wood for a fire, and 
ride over rough roads in all kinds of 
weatner, to hold Sunday school, that 
they might study the Word. 

I congratulate you to-day, and wish 
this school God speed and many an¬ 
niversary celebrations in the future.

Dear Sir:—Your very kind note in¬ 
viting Prof. Pierce and me to be present 
at the twenty-fifth anniversary of your 
Sunday school reached us late last 
evening—too late for us to avail our¬ 
selves of your courtesy, as we had made 
other plans for to-day. But I obey the 
impulse to send your Sunday school 
members a word in memory of those 
early days, twenty-six years ago, in 
which but a very few of the present 
citizens of Sierra Madre participated. 

I picture to myself this morning the 
little brown school house in the setting 
of oaks, on the southernmost street of 
the Carter tract. 'Towards it, from the 
few rather isolated homes of our twenty 
and forty-acre farms, our well-worn foot 
paths converged, and the indescribable 
charm of the landscape around it, on a 
quiet Sabbath morning, is a delight you 
can never know. For some years it 
was school house on week days and 
church on Sunday, and its rough, brown 
clapboards sheltered the first Sierra 
Madre Sunday school. 

Our handful of pioneers embraced 
representatives of many different re¬ 
ligious denominations, but we put 
aside our various personal notions and 
united on the common ground of human 
brotherhood and faith in God. Our be¬ 
loved Quaker brother who believed not 
in the psalter and harp, nor would pro¬ 
fane the worship of God with “songs” 
yielded his prejudices even to the ex¬ 
tent of a quartette choir and a cottage 
organ. 

Among our first ministers I remember 
the Rev. Dean True, an Episcopalian; 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford of Pasadena, a 
Presbyterian; and Rev. Mr. Fiske, of 
Pasadena, a Baptist. And often our 
good householders added to their labors 
of the week—that of an early Sunday 
morning drive to bring some one or 
other Reverend gentlemen from their 
homes to our little school house for the 
Sunday service. 

I need not call the roll of those early 
builders of our community. You doubt¬ 
less know them all. Some of them still 
labor among you, and some have re¬ 
cently gone, but the story of their lives, 
as of all history, has value only as it 


inspires you to emulate whatever was 
best in their work and all that was good 
in their character.
